The General City Government of Vienna is 


represented by a Board of Aldermen called 
Gemeinderath, and a Mayor (Burgermeister), who 
is elected, not by the people direct, but by the 
Board of Aldermen. This Board has power, un- 
der the statutes of the State, to enact ordinances 
pass orders in regard to assessments and taxes 
and regulate the affairs of the Commune. The
